Although they issued a pub- 
lic statement after their conference in 
Paris last March, the war chiefs 
of 
the entente powers remained complete- 
ly silent following their Rome confer- 
ence the other day. 
But I have learned 
on indisputable authority 
that 
deci- 
sions of incalculable 
Importance 
were 
arrived at. 
' The 
principal 
subjects 
discussed 
were: 


, The Saloniki expedition. 
The relation between 
each nation's 
resources 
and its 
effective 
contribu- 
tion to the war, bearing particularly 
upon 
(a) 
effectives; 
(b) 
munitions; 
(c) finance. 
Preparation 
of 
offensives 
on 
all 
fronts for the coming spring. 
While for obvious reasons I am not 
permitted to give details of the 
de- 
cisions arrived at, I am able to state 
that as regards the Macedonian front 
the entente powers have at last been 
united by the French leaders and that 
at the chosen 
moment the offensive 
Will 
be delivered 
from 
the Saloniki 
base with an energy and force hither- 
to conspicuously 
lacking. 
At last Premier Briaud, 
bucked 
by 
General Sarrall, the commander of the 
entente forces 
in Macedonia 
who 
is 
tremendously 
enthusiastic 
about 
the 
possibilities 
to be expected 
from his 
sphere of the hostilities 
has brought 
England and Italy into line. 
The gov- 
ernments of both these countries, 
act- 
ing 
on the' advice 
of their 
military-counselors- , 
have barely disguised their 
indifference to the Saloniki campaign, 
but since the Rome conference 
that 
feeling has been replaced 
by a united 
determination 
to wage more vigorous 
war in Macedonia, 
where 
of course, 
both countries will increase their effec- 
tives. 
Have No Illusions. 
The after war problems 
which the 
Rome conferees 
discussed 
were 
prin- 
cipally economic and social.
